Jackson is Chairman of the 
Texas State-wide Cotton Commit- 
tee.

We don’t seem to be able to avoid it 
in Georgia—everything seems finally to 
come down to terms of factional politics.

We were the first to point out where 
the Federal Government records were to 
be had which concerned the sales in dry 
counties. We also said that the chief sales 
in dry counties were to veterans’ clubs, 
social clubs such as Elks, Eagles, and so 
on.

We also ventured the assertion that sher- 
iffs and solicitors in those counties were 
not going to raid the veterans and their 
friends. That comes under the heading of 
local law enforcement and the State can 
do very little about it, save to police the 
distributors. . 

As we see it, every revenue commis- 
sioner until Charlie Redwine, acting under 
‘lie advice of the attorney general, con- 
ducted the revenue commission office as a 
collection agency for revenue taxes and 
payments, and not as an enforcement 
agency. Commissioner Redwine follows

As matters now 
stand, the whiskey problem is at its worst 
in the dry counties.

World Control Now Becomes Imperative 


WASHINGTUON—Among our atomic experts it has been conceded from the start that the Rus- 
sians ultimately would be able to develop the A-b»mb. The only question has been when and how 


effectively they would be able to do it. 
Shortly after the war, Gen. Leslie R. Groves, 
head of the wartime atomic project, ‘expressed 


the view privately that it would take the Rus- 
sians from seven to ten years to produce their 
first bomb, if they were lucky. Reasonable esti- 
mates as to the time required would run all the 
way from seven to 12 or maybe even 15 years, 
he said, depending on a r''mber of factors. 


Even if we sought to help them by providing 
them with blueprints and all of the technical 
know-how gained from our actual experience, it 
would still take them about five years to turn 
out the first finished product, it was believed. 


These calculations may not have taken 
into account the fact that the Russians ac- 
quiree a large number of German scien- 
tists affer the war—men who were. compe- 
tent to understand the intricacies and exe- 
cution of A-bomb construction. They are 
scientists gathered up by the Russians in the 
zone they occupied in Germany and sent 
back to Russia for atomic research work. 


Taken at its face value, President Truman’s 
announcement of the other day would seem to in- 
dicate that the Russians have exceeded the best 
estimates of our scientists in mastering the tech- 
nique of A-bomb construction. The time elapsed 
since the war has been only four years. Hence 


they appear to be about three years ahead of | 


schedule, which is the only element of surprise 
in the situation. 

It is to be noted, however, that the Presi- 
dent was careful not to say that the Russians 
have mastered the secret, or even have pro 
duced an atomic bomb. He spoke only of an 
“atomic explosion” occurring in the Soviet Union 
in recent weeks. 


This would mean little or much. 


But accepting the worst view, the mere fact 
that the Russians have set off one explosion does 
not mean, of course, that they have the capacity 


to make bombs in the quantity or quality of ours. 
Without minimizing their achievement, perhaps 
the most that can be said of it is that they have 
upset American strategic estimates by a few 
years. We had figured that 1952 would be 
about the earliest time they would be able to 
reach the first bomb stage. 


Nevertheless, the knowledge that the Russians 
have advanced as far as they have in atomic 
weapon construction will have a sobering effect 
in this country. It poses questions of far-reach- 
ing importance as to what our policy should be. 
Sen. Brien McMahon, of Connecticut, Chairman 
of the Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy, put it in a more serious way when he 


warned that “the United States now faces the | 


most crucial dilemma in its history.” 


What is meant by this and similar utter- 
ances is that the United States may soon have 
to decide whether the world is to be per- 
mitted to engage in a new rearmament race 
with atomic weapons. The alternative is to 
insist, while we have the power to back up 
our insistence with force, if needs be, that 
proper international] controls be placed over 
atomic development. : 


We have offered the world these safeguards 
against atomic warfare by proposing such inter- 
national controls. The Russians alone have re- 
fused to go along with the scheme. 


The “crucial dilemma” with whicn we are 
faced, as referred to by Sen, McMahon, may be 
whether we can allow the Russians to pursue an 
unbridled course in the production of. atomic 
bombs. There is a strong undertone of feeling 
among responsible leaders that the time is fast 
approaching when we must have a showdown on 
plosion could have been brought about in a num- 
ber of Ways separate from the actual trying out 
of the first bomb.

At the same time, in England, I 
was riding my first bicycle, but it was, basically, very little different 
from the wheels of today. Two wheels of approximately the same 
size, that is, with seat and handlebars and the rest very similar. 
And, even in those days, the high-wheel monstrosities were funny 
relics of the past, in England. * 
The question that puzzled us was, was Carolina so far behind 
England in the development of the bicycle as our mgmories would 


indicate? 

7 As a boy at school, I had to take part, with 
Bicycle Cavalry all my iineinanhen in regular periods of drill 
and calisthenics. For drill, on the big playing field, we were di- 
vided into companies and competed with each other for the most 
perfectly drilled units. Like the ROTC does at the high schools 
today. 

At my school, the head drill master announced he wished to 
form a special company of bicycle-mounted boys and called for 
volunteers, with ’cycles.

have been “temporarily suspended;” you don’t’ 


have to talk to many of the poor devils who are 
praying and waiting for their name to be in- 
cluded on the immigration quota; you don’t have 
to see the frantic scramble to acquire U. S. dol- 
lars in areas where the local currency is slipping: 
you needn’t even watch the way the people stand 
and stare, longingly, at everyday items of U. S. 
manufacture in importers’ windows. . . . All that 
is necessary is to have lived in the States and 
then to spend some time out of them. 


South America, of course, has a staggering 
potential, There are countries there which are 
far more fertile, far more beautiful, far richer in 


| 


mineral and petroleum resources than any I’ve 
ever seen before. But somewhere along the line 
to date, South America has missed the boat. 
It may be the climate or the origin of the bulk 
of its people. It may be. that it was unable to 
get away, as did the U. S. at the outset of its 
history, from government by the military. But 
most of all I think it stems from the fact that 
South America is a continent of 10 separate, 
generally highly nationalistic countries, that it is 
divided politically and militarily and, above all, 
economically. There are countries side by side 
in South America whose economies complement 
each other perfectly, yet so intense is their dis- 
trust and antagonism that they will refuse te 
trade, preferring instead to pay tremendous pre- 
miums for goods brought in from the other side 
of the world. 


It is this more or less constant suspicion 
and tension which, in virtually every in- 
stance, leads to the maintenance of armed 
forces all out of keeping with the relative 
size of the nation. And it is due to this em- 
phasis on the military that the money avail- 
able for education is unbelievably low and 
the literacy rate correspondingly depressing. 
Only in Uruguay has the expenditure for 
education been consistently greater than for 
arms and the results are truly impressive. 


The Unreconstructedest Rebel cannot spend 
any length of time in South America without rec- 
ognizing what a godsend it was that the Union 
prevailed and that the U. S. was not split into two 
—and, by this time, probably more—nations. 
And anybody who has been subjected to the red 
tape, frustration and delay incidental to traveling 
from Brazil to Argentina or vice versa has a new 
appreciation for the remarkable relationship 
which exists between the U. S. and Canada in 
contrast to that of the two largest South Ameri- 
can countries. 

I could go on like this for days. But you get 
the idea. South America is a wonderful place. 
Everybody ought to go there. .. . If only to get 
a real appreciation of home.

The meeting referred to has been held and I 
have read in the Danbury News-Times that ADA 
made no impression. Mrs. Lucy Conniff, a local 


Democratic leader, a member of the Legisla- 
ture, turned down the organizer for ADA, and 
would have nothing to do with the meeting, 
which was, in words of one syllable, a flop. She 
said the local Democrats had always done all 
right as Democrats and needed no help from any 
city slicker from New York, especially one who 
didn’t know whether he was a Democrat or a 
Republican. However, Mrs. Conniff is one of 
those unfortunate captive Irish Catholic Demo- 
crats of the old style who hope they are still 
working for their own, old Democratic Party, 
but know in their hearts that their party is being 
used by carpetbaggers and adventurers for the 
ultimate purposes of the Communists. 


It is not easy to describe the ADA in defi- 
nite terms, but, first of all, it is a political 
parasite contrived after the disruptive influ- 
ences which confused issues, inflamed feel- 
ings and abolished practically all party lines 
except the Communist Party line in Europe. 
It is not yet frankly a Communistic force. 
Some professed anti-Communist:. notably 
David Dubinsky, of the Garment Workers’ 
Union, are using it for their own political 
and revolutionary purposes. You could put 
it this way, however: The ADA advocates 
nothing which a Communist would oppose 
except the North Atlantic Pact and a strong 
American war machine, the intention being 
to create a very radical socialist world here 
and in Europe.

. democratic autocrats as Dubinsky, the sub- 
ject citizen of the United States would be 
indifferent to Communism because it would 
be almost impossible to tell the difference. 


The ADA maintains a private and rather 
secret headquarters in the Sherry-Netherland 
Hotel in New Yerk, run by Leon Henderson, 
late Administrator of the OPA and an inveter- 
ate bureaucrat of impatient temper. He is one 
of those who hold that the people’s individual- 
ity can be an obstacle to those who know what 
is best for them, A fair illustration of this atti- 
tude occurs where a minority of the members of 
a union appear at a meeting and, by a small 
plurality, enact some irrevocable and _ irrepar- 
able design of the politician in control of the 
meeting. That is the “democratic process.” By 


that process it were possible one day to formally — 


revoke “democracy” 
adopt a dictatorship.

Fireside Chat Due 
Women Demos Today 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN

Thirty years ago today, women were 
admitted to membership in the Executive 


ebentttes of the Democratic National Committee. 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock, thousands of Democratic women all 
over America will have gathered together in friends’ living rooms 
and in clubrooms to hear President Truman speak to them from 


Washington. 

This is the eleventh year Democratic women have come together 
to celebrate their own day. The idea originated at the suggestion 
of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt. She felt strongly that if women were 
to ask greater participation in Democratic Party affairs that they 
must assume a greater share in financing the work of that party. 


So today the Democratic Party will honor women and remind 
them that there is a price to pay for participation in the cause of 
their conviction. 


This may be a good day for women in Georgia to take 
stock of themselves. 


In many States, Democratic women have outgrown amateur 
status. They have accumulated a lot.of political know-how and 
are using that technique to make their homes, their schools, their 
communities and the world a better place in which to live. It is 
not that they have left their homes to invade politics; it is rather 
that politics has irrevocably invaded their homes. The woman of 
today who is devoted to her home and family finds she must take 
an active part in politics if she is to meet her modern home re- 
sponsibilities. 

Women are slowly becoming more aware that in Washington, 
in the State Capitol, in the City Hall, decisions are made which 
directly affect their homes and families. More than ever, they 
understand that they must do something about it. 

Doing something today means voting, and incidentally, no one 
ean vote unless he or she is registered. Pending court action not- 
withstanding, re-registration is vote insurance. It must be done 
before May 1 to be qualified to vote in the 1950 election. 


President Truman broke a precedent by first addressing the 
Democratic women in 1947. In spite of President Roosevelt’s ap- 
preciation of women’s political work and worth, he had always 
left it to the distaff side to address the women of his party on their 
annual fund-raising day. 

‘In addition to speaking to Democratic women over a nation- 
wide hookup, President Truman has shown his recognition of 
women by appointing a number to high office. (Not enough, to 
be sure, but more than had ever been honored before.) 


There is a strong movement away from auxiliary groups 
of women in politics, and toward the goal of “fifty-fifty,”’ 
that is, equal representation of women with men on all party 
committees. 


Mrs. India Edwards, Executive Director of the Women’s Di- 
vision, Democratic National Committee, and Mrs. Charles W. Tillett. 
Vice Chairman of the Democratic National Committee, who head 
the Democratic women of the nation, have asked that State, district, 
county and precinct committees have a chairman and a vice chair- 
man of opposite sex, with equal voting power. They advocate that 
women be elected to these positions by both the men and women 
of the party rather than be appointed, and that such organization 
be provided by law. 

Fifty-fifty representation is a double-edged opportunity. It is 
due women, but it is also due the Democratic Party. Even the 
most conservative estimates grant that more women than men cast 
votes in the 1948 election, and it will be a wise party that sets up 
in every State the machinery for the organization of so large a _per- 
centage of the vote ... and sets it up from the precinct to the 
National Committee. 

Incidentally, Georgia is one of nine States without equal repre- 
sentation. Eighteen States have equality @n all committees, and 
21 of them have representation on some.

CHARLES H. GOREN ON CANASTA 


Expert's 2d Series on New Card Game 


Many card players received their first introduction to Canasta, the new South American game, 


‘in a series of articles by Charles H. Goren, which ran in The Atlanta Constitution. 


Interest in 


the game has reached such proportions that this paper is presenting, starting today, a second series 


of articles on Canasta by this well-known expert on card games. 


The basic principles of canasta can be grasped readily by anyone who is at all fa- 
miliar with any of the great family of rummy games and even those who have never 


been exposed to card games are finding it easy to learn canasta. 


ciation of canasta, which in Spanish means basket, is cah-nah-stah, with each 


ceiving the “ah” sound and with 
the accent on the second sylla- 
ble.) In its most engaging form, 
the game is patterned for four 


players, two on a team, and that 
is the type of contest which will 
receive our attention. 

The Deck—The game is played 
with two full decks of cards, 
to which have been added four 
jokers, bringing the full equip- 
ment up to 108 pieces. 

Wild Cards—The jokers and 
deuces are wild cards. That is 
ti say, their holder may name 
them to take the part of any 
card he chooses. Therefore, 
there are 12 wild cards, which 
greately enhances the excite- 
ment of the game. 


Points of Similarity Between 
Canasta and Other Rummy 
Games 


Going Out—As in all rummy- 
type games, play ends when one 
player goes out by legally dis- 
posing of all his cards. Points 
are scored for the cards that 
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have been melded and the vari- 
ous bonuses that have been 
earned in the play. 

The Stock—This is the un- 
dealt remainder of the deck 
after each player has received 
his 11 cards. It is from the stock- 
pile that players in their turn 
draw their cards. 

The Discard Pile—In all rum- 
my gameés, after drawing and 
completing a play, a player is 
required to make a_ discard. 
These discards are made into 
the discard pile, sometimes call- 
ed the up-pile. 

The Meld—Melding, or spread- 
ing, is common to all rummy 
games. 

The Payoff — In all rummy 
games players receive credit for 
the value of cards melded and 
pay for those with which they 
are “stuck” when play is over. 

Suits have no significance— 
In almost all rummy games, a 
sequence of three cards in the 
same suit is a meld but this is 
no part of canasta.

Melds—In most rummy games 
a player is permitted to spread 
his own cards on enemy melds 
but this is not permitted ir ca- 
nasta. One may add cards only 
to the melds of his own side. 


Taking the Discard—In some 
rummy games a player may take 
the card just discarded by his 
adversary without taking up the 
entire discard pile. Not in ca-, 
nasta. When you take the top 
card, the entire discard pile goes 
with it. 

Use of Wild Cards Restricted 
—A wild card may be used only 
with a natural pair. Each meld 
must contain at least two nat- 
ural cards, and no meld may 
contain more than three wild 
cards. In other words, 2-2-A is 
not a proper meld. A-A-2-2 is. 
Melds may run as high as seven 
or more. A canasta is a meld 
of seven of a kind. A side is not 
permitted to go out until it has 
completed at least one canasta.

It is never part of anyone’s hand 
but is always spread and the 
bonus claimed. If the player 
draws a red three from the 
stockpile, he spreads it on the 
table and draws another card 
to replace it. 
_ The Black Three—The black 
three also has a special status. 
It may be melded only at the 
end of the hand and as a player 
is in the act of going out. But 
it has a special characteristic as 
a “stop” card. That is, on being 
d.scarded it cannot be picked 
up by the next player. 

Freezing the Pack—This is a 
unique feature of the game. The 
pack is frozen when it contains 
a wild card, which one player 
may have thrown into the dis- 
card pile for strategic reasons. 
When the pack is frozen, a wild 
card may not be used for the 
purpose of taking up the discard 
pile. At such times a player, in 
order to be qualified to take up 
the pile, must show a natural 
pair to match the card last 
thrown by his opponent. 

The foregoing represents most 
of the essential differences. 
PRELIMINARIES 

Partnerships are determined 
by the dfawing of cards. The 
player drawing the highest card 
has the privilege of being dealt 
to and makes first play. There- 
after the deal rotates in a clock- 
wise direction. 

Eleven cards are then dealt to 
each of four players—13 if there 
oe three players and 15 if two. 
Before play begins, if anyone 
has a red three he places it on 
the table and replaces it with a 
card from the stock pile to re- 
store his hand to 11 cards. The 
dealer then turns up the top card 
from the stock pile and this is 
known as the yp-card. The player 
on his left may take it if he can 
legally meld it. If not, he draws 
and makes a discard on top of 
the up-card. 

The prime object in canasta is 
build up .a high scoring hand. 
The onus for going out is neg- 
ligible. 

Each card has a point value as 
follows: 


Joker—50 points. 
Deuce—20 points. 

Ace—z20 points. 

K, Q, J, 10, 9, 8—10 points. 
Seven, 6, 5, 4—five points. 
Black trey—five points. 


To make the initial meld for 
his side, a player must be able 
to meld at least 50 points. (Two 
queens and a deuce would not 
be sufficient; the count is only 
40. But a meld of three aces 
would suffice; the count is 60.) 

As the game progresses and a 
team has scored 1,500 points, the 
requirements for making the 
first meld are increased to 90 
points. (A joker and two aces 
would do.) | 

When a team has 3,000 points 
or more, its initial meld must 
contain at least 120 points. 

A player about to go out may 
consult his partner by asking: 
“May I go out?” The question 
must be answered “Yes” or 


partner’s reply. A player may, 
if he chooses, go out without 
asking partner’s permission. 

In going out, it is not neces- 
-ary to make a final discard. 
The player may meld all his re- 
maining cards or all except one 
and discard the last. 

When play of a deal ends, 
each side totals its points accord- 
ing to the following tabulation: 


1—For going out, 100. 
2—For concealed hand, 100. 
3—For each red trey, 100. 
(200 each if all four are gathered 
by one side.) 
4—For each natural canasta, 500. 
5—For each mixed canasta, 300. 
6—Total point values of ali cards 
meided — 
7—Tota!l of items One-Six ae 
8—Tota! point value of all cards left 
in two hands ——— 
9—Not score, item Seven less item 
Eight _— 


Items One and Two apply only 
to the side that goes out and 
Item Two only in rare cases in 
which a player melds his entire 
hand at one turn, having made 
no previous meld. If the deal 
ends with no one out, Items One 
and Two are void. 

Item Three counts as plus if 
the side has made any meld but 
is joined to Item Eight as a ml- 
nus if the side has melded noth- 
ing. The bonuses for canastas, 
Items Four and Five, are over 
and above the point values of
